THE BASIS OF IMMIGRATION | 


RESTRICTION. 


Congress must take some action on the question 
of immigration quotas before April 1 unless it has 
been decided to let the national origins system £0 
automatically into effect by presidential proclama- 
tion under the existing law. 

The national origins system, which sets the im- 
migration limit at 150,000 persons annually and 
which prorates this total among the quota nations 
according to their share in the racial complexion 
of the United States in 1920, is to take the place 
of the present system, which fixes a quota as 2 
per cent of the nationals of a country resident in 
the United States in 1890. The national origins 
system was to have been proclaimed last April 1 
and gone into effect last July 1, but a year’s delay 
was gained by the pleas and pressure of factions 
sytnpathetic to those nations whose quotas were 
to be lowered. The same thing is happening this 
year. The quotas of Germany, Southern Ireland, 
and the Scandinavian countries are most severely 
cut by the national origins system and Americans 
of these countries’ extraction are loudly protesting 
unfairness, They have forced the introduction of 
farious compromise bills, notably the Watson bill, 
which would allow nationalities whose quotas 
would be cut under the national origins system to 
retain their old quotas undef the 2 ‘per cent sys- 
tem, and which also would extend quota restric- 
tions to all countries of the western hemisphere 
whose nationals now enter unrestricted. 

There are two principal faalts to be found with 
the Watson bill. One is that it would inerease the 
immigration from the present quota 
from 158,000 to 211,000 annually. The other is 
that, in order to restrict immigration from one 
new world country—Mexico—it applies quotas to 
them all, including Canada.

According to Lansing Hoyt of Chica- 
£0, president of the American Yangtze 
Rapids Steamship company, which op- 
erates seven steamers on the upper 
Yangtze, the state department has de- 
layed since last Dec. 1 the registration 
of three steamers intended to operate 
between Shanghai and Ichang. This, 
he said, has resulted in the loss of 
trade to American interests and given 
Japanese and British shipping inter- 
ests an advantage over the Americans. 

Envoy Urges Registration. 

Mr. Hoyt declared the American 
minister, John Van. A. MacMurray, as 
well as Rear Admiral Mark L. Bris- 
tol and Rear Admiral] Yates Stirling 
Jr., all have recommended the regis- 
tration of Mr. Hoyt’s steamers under 
the American flag, but due to some un- 
known reason here the state depart- 
ment has withheld approval. 

The American Yangtze steamers 
chiefly are interested in carrying Chi- 
nese raw products such as wood oil 
used in the American paint industry, 
which they transport from Szechwan 
province to the China coast on 
through bills of lading. The shipments 
are transported to America on Amer- 
ican Pacific cargo steamers. 


See Hand of Britain. 

Since the Yangtze trade previously 
was dominated by British and Jap- 
anese interests, both have been active 
to prevent the entrance of American 
shipping in this area. It is rumored 
here that they are responsible for the 
state department’s delay to approve 
the registration of American boats. 

The Yangtze Rapids Steamship com- 
pany has been engaged in this trade 
for the last five years, but recently 
expanded as a result of the Chinese 
boycot of British and Japanese inter- 
ests, which opened the field to Ameri- 
cans.
